GANGS of youths have been terrorising residents 
in Aughton with reports of them using drugs, 
damaging cars and intimidating shoppers.

Parish Councillors say the police 
should do more to crackdown on the 
anti-social behaviour. 

A spokesperson for the Parish 
Council said: “On behalf of residents, 
we must insist that proper policing 
takes place in Aughton and that this 
senseless behaviour is eradicated. 

“Our residents who pay substantial 
sums in council tax to the Police 
Authority must have value for money 
and be free to go about their business 
without fear of injury and damage to 
property.

three pod structure has been 
introduced. 

The operators within the East, 
South and West pods have local 
knowledge of the areas they 
cover and the individual policing 
priorities the towns, cities and 
villages have. The localised ser- 
vice model, which replaced the 
previous system in which FCR 
operators handled calls for ser- 
vice from across the entire 
county, replicates the policing 
models within the three geo- 
graphical divisions. 

Among the 24-hour service 
within the FCR is an initial 


telephone. There is also the ever- 
expanding digital engagement 
team, which handles and quickly 
responds to digital communica- 
tion that comes into the FCR, 
including crimes reported via the 
force website.

Supt Claire Cooper-Moore, 
head of Contact Management, 
said: “I am delighted that the 
new and improved FCR has been 
officially opened and it’s fantastic 
to welcome back all our staff 
back to this purpose-built facil- 
ity.

"Alongside the rebuild of the 
room the operating procedures of 
the FCR have also undergone a 
significant transformation, 
improving call handling proced- 
ures and the skills / training of 
the staff, to ensure we are 
equipped to meet the needs of 
callers and our communities.

WEST Lancashire will receive more support 
from the government to help curb a rise in 
case numbers of the Delta or Indian variant of 
Covid-19 with people urged to take more tests 
and minimise travel. 

The new measures include stepping up Covid 
vaccinations and testing capabilities, as well as 
military support and supervised in-school testing 
in the areas hardest hit. 

People have also been advised to minimise 
travel in and out of the area and avoid meeting 
indoors. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has ques- 
tioned why the borough has been included in a 
new Covid-19 support package when Blackpool has been left 
out, despite having “three times higher rates.” 

The MP said: “As Covid-19 figures in Lancashire have 
increased rapidly, the Government have announced areas of 
enhanced provision which will be offered extra support and 
guidance. 

“There is local anger that West Lancashire has been included 
when Blackpool with three times higher rates have not! 

“It makes it harder to get public support when on the face of it, 
it is unclear why one area with higher figures is subject to or 
included in the enhanced provisions area. 

“This suggests that protecting the economy in some places is 
more valued than others. 

“I understand the need for caution, but the Government 
should not be taking a pick and mix approach to Covid statist- 
ics.” 

Health Secretary Matt Hancock said a “strengthened package 
of support” will be issued to all ten boroughs in Greater 
Manchester as well as places within the Lancashire County 
Council area including West Lancashire. 

The other areas Burnley, Chorley, Fylde, Hyndburn, Lancaster, 
Pendle, Preston, Ribble Valley, Rossendale, South Ribble, and 
Wyre. 

Latest government figures showed that 17 of the top 20 areas 
with the highest infection rates in England in the week leading 
up to June 3 were in Greater Manchester or Lancashire. 

As part of the government guidance, residents are also being 
encouraged to get tested twice a week and continue to work 
from home if possible. 

Greater Manchester and parts of Lancashire have been identi- 
fied as places where the so-called Indian variant, now named 
the Delta variant by the World Health Organization, is spread- 
ing the fastest. 

Matt Hancock said: “We know that this approach can work, 
we've seen it work in south London and in Bolton in stopping a 
rise in the number of cases. 


Extra support to tackle the Delta variant will be made available. 


“This is the next stage of tackling the pandemic in Manchester 
and in Lancashire, and of course it's vital that people in these 
areas - as everywhere else - come forward and get the jab as 
soon as they're eligible because that is our way out of this pan- 
demic together.” 

Dr Sakthi Karunanithi, director of Public Health for Lancashire 
County Council, said: “Cases of Covid-19 are continuing to rise 
at a worrying pace in parts of Lancashire. 

“While the east of the county has seen the highest volume of 
infection, we are seeing cases rise rapidly in other parts. 

“Over the past three weeks, additional surge testing and vac- 
cinations has been undertaken in Burnley, and we have been 
pushing for this to be rolled out across the county. 

“The Government has listened to our calls and has now agreed 
to provide Lancashire with enhanced support, which gives us 
more flexibility to fight this new wave of infections. 

“As such, asymptomatic PCR testing will be opened up to 
everyone in Lancashire. Improving vaccination uptake is also 
going to be a crucial element in our efforts to contain this latest 
wave. 

“As well as securing first doses for those who have not had 
one, it is also vital that we get people fully vaccinated with two 
doses, as this will offer maximum protection against the Delta 
variant. 

“Anyone who is over 18, subject to eligibility, can book their 
jab now over the coming weeks we will be offering the vaccine 
in more convenient locations. 

“Some of these will be walk-in and people will be encouraged 
to pop along and discuss their eligibility if they are unsure. 

“Make sure you keep an eye on your district council's websites 
and social media accounts for more information. You can also 
book on the national booking system online or via 119 if you are 
eligible. 

“Tt is important that people continue to follow the guidance on 
hands, face, space and fresh air. If we do this, along with testing 
and vaccinations, then we can start to turn things around and 
avoid any local restrictions being put in place.”

CHILDREN and young people with 
special educational needs and dis- 
abilities, along with their families, 
are set to be asked their views 
about proposed changes around 
how they travel to and from 
school. 

The proposed move follows an 
independent review of Lancashire 
County Council's passenger trans- 
port and fleet services which made 
a number of recommendations to 
improve the efficiency and effect- 
iveness of the current provision. 

Reflecting national policy set out 
within the national special educa- 
tional needs and/or disabilities 
(SEND) reforms in 2014, the 
updated approach supports greater 
independence for children and 
young people with SEND, enabling 
them to travel independently to 
school, where this is appropriate. 
Importantly, this equips young 
people with the vital life skills to 
prepare for adulthood. 

This review included a focus on 
the preparation of children and 
young people for transition into 
the next phase of their education 
or life and how greater flexibility 
can be provided for families. 

This is expected to lead to an 
overall improvement in the quality 
of the service and could result in 
the identification of possible finan- 
cial savings. 

The county council has a stat- 
utory duty regarding the provision 
of transport for children and young 
people, 0 to 16-years-old, who 
have SEND, from home to their 
educational placement. 

A report to the Cabinet meeting 
on Thursday (June 10) recom- 
mendis seeking the views of 
children, young people and their 
families with SEND to review a 
revised home to school SEND 
transport policy. 

Recommendations being made in 
in the revised SEND transport 
policy include the following: 

* Emphasis on "Travel Assistance' 
rather than transport, to allow a 
range of journey options to be 
offered and, in particular, to over- 


haul and relaunch the travel 
training service. 

* Promotion of independent 
travel training involving grouped 
pick up points (usually at bus 
stops) and encouragement for 
walking or cycling with supervision 
as appropriate. 

* Improved mileage payments for 
parents who are willing to take 
their children to school. This has 
already been successfully imple- 
mented under temporary COVID 
arrangements, with more than 30 
families taking up the payments. 

* More regular review of trans- 
port arrangements for individual 
children and young people in col- 
laboration with families. 

In summary, the main changes in 
the revised policy are: 

* The delivery of a structured 
independent travel training pro- 
gramme being implemented, 
where appropriate, as the long- 
term way of providing transport. 
This would happen when a child or 
a young person is travel trained 
and has been provided with a 
free/subsidised travel pass. 

* Encouragement and support for 
parents and carers to enable their 
child to travel to school independ- 
ently or under supervision. 

* The introduction of a discre- 
tionary Travel Assistance Grant to 
help parents transport their own 
children, where this is possible. 

County Councillor Jayne Rear, 
cabinet member for education and 
skills, said: “It is so important that 
we receive the views of children 
and young people with SEND, and 
their families, along with other 
stakeholders, as an integral part of 
reviewing and updating this policy. 

*We are keen to provide support 
in a way that promotes independ- 
ence and facilitates young people 
with the skills that will help them 
to prepare for adulthood as we 
know that this will enable them to 
thrive. 

“Robust future reviews of this 
policy will also take place, to make 
sure that it is as efficient and 
effective as it can be.”

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Council wants your

AS West Lancashire Borough Council faces pres- 
sure on its finances due to the effect of the 
coronavirus pandemic and a decade of govern- 
ment funding cuts it is asking residents for ideas 
on how it can save money to balance its books. 

When coronavirus hit, the council set up addi- 
tional services to support residents and local 
businesses during the crisis, including a ‘food hub’ 
for vulnerable families and grants for businesses. 

Essential services such as refuse and recycling also 
faced extra costs due to crews needing to protective 
equipment. 

A council spokesperson said: “These costs have 
come at a time when our own income, from services 
such as assisting with planning applications and 
leisure revenue (like swimming pools) has 
dropped. 

“We have also faced a decade of substantial reduc- 
tions in central government funding. 

"As a result of all of this we need to work hard on 
behalf of all our residents to ‘balance the books’ as 
Mi keep moving towards being a sustainable coun- 
cil. 

“As we shape our 2022/23 budget, which will 
include setting council tax levels for that year, we 
want to hear your views on how you think we can 
save money and increase income through our pub- 
lic consultation. 

"To allow us to maintain our current levels of ser- 
vice, we are looking at all of our services to see 
where we can save money or increase our income to 
close the gap in our budget." 

Councillor Adam Yates, cabinet member for 
resources and transformation, said: ^We were hon- 


oured to provide extra services during the 
pandemic alongside our other essential work to 
support people living and working in the borough. 

“But this has had a major impact on our finances. 

"The government has not provided full compensa- 
tion to councils such as ours to cover the costs of the 
pandemic, nor to cover the drop in income from the 
closure of our leisure centres and restrictions on 
other services. 

“As a result, we need to look at our financial posi- 
tion and make some important decisions on how we 
continue to maintain our services. 

"Your contribution is 
really important to us 
and will be one of the 
factors taken into 
account when we set 
our budgets for next 
year and subsequent 
years.” 

West Lancashire Bor- 

ough Council only 
receives around 11% 
of the council tax paid 
to them by local resid- 
. ents. 
Councillor Adam Yates Most of the money 
raised through council tax goes to Lancashire 
County Council to provide services such as educa- 
tion, highways (including repairing potholes) and 
adult care services.

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Box from Royal Mint 
brought back money 
memories at care home! 


MEMORIES of decimalisation were sparked at a 
Skelmersdale care home after residents were 
loaned a reminiscence box from The Royal Mint 
Museum. 

The ‘museum in a box’, containing out-of-circula- 
tion replica and original coins, photographs, 
pamphlets and newspapers, was sent to Aaron Crest 
Care Home, on Tanhouse Road. 

The initiative was launched by The 
Royal Mint Museum to mark the 
50th anniversary of Britain’s switch 
to decimal currency in February 
1971. 

Residents were able to handle the 
items, each fitted with a special 
micro-chip that, when placed on the 
box, played audio clips telling the 
history of the object. 

Among them was a wallet contain- 
ing a set of Britain’s first decimal 
coins, a photograph of the Queen 
and the Duke of Edinburgh visiting 
Llantrisant, Wales, to open the new 
mint, an information booklet and 
decimal currency poster. 

The activity sparked memories 
among many of those living at the 
care home, some of whom can recall the change 
from the centuries old system of pounds, shillings 
and pence to a new currency based on 100 pennies 
to the pound. 

Jean Metcalf, 81, said: “I remember the coins from 
being sent to the shop every night for a fish and ten 
cigarettes for my dad after he finished work.” 

Jean still had some old pennies and two pence 
pieces from before the decimalisation switch, which 
she has donated to the home. Fellow resident, Lor- 
raine Rider, 57, who used to make jewellery, plans 
to clean them up before they are framed and put on 
display.

Sarah O’Shaughnessy, activities coordinator at 
Aaron Crest Care Home, said: “I was absolutely 
amazed at how quickly residents were able to recog- 
nise and name all the old coins. 

“Everyone said they found it quite easy moving 
from old to new money back in 1971 and they didn’t 
have too many problems. 

“They enjoyed telling stories of how many things 
they could get for a penny; sweets, bus fare, chips 
and cinema trips, among others. 

“We'd all like to thank The Royal Mint Museum for 
loaning us the museum in a box. Everyone at the 
home thoroughly enjoyed it.”

A BLACK McLaren ‘supercar’ was seized 
by police when hundreds of vehicles 
gathered on Marine Drive, Southport at 
the weekend. 

Patrols attended the resort ‘meet-up’ on 
Sunday (June 6) following reports that 
some of the cars were being driven in an 
anti-social manner. 

Police spoke to numerous drivers, issued 
eight warnings and conducted roadside 
breath tests and drugs checks. 

Officers seized the black McLaren after 
repeated warnings were given to the 
owner for driving the car in an anti-social 
manner. 

The man, a 30-year-old from the Liver- 
pool area, had been issued with a Section 
59 warning previously and so his vehicle 
was seized for a repeat offence. 

In September, the Champion revealed 
that calls were being made for 'supercar 
meet-ups' in the town to be stopped in 
their tracks if heading for the resort.

their calls are backed by Southport MP

intervene if they continued to take place. 
Mr Moore was contacted by several local 
people who shared their concerns about 
drivers speeding and braking sharply 
along Marine Drive, as well as large 
crowds and a lack of social distancing in 


an area popular with families enjoying 
days out by the beach. Referring to 
Sunday's meet-up, Inspector Carl McN- 
ulty, said: “We know that driving in an 
anti-social manner can cause significant 
nuisance, stress and danger to our com- 
munities and that’s why we continue to 
work proactively to disrupt those who 
behave in such a manner. 

“We hope that the seizure shows that if 
you are issued with a Section 59 warning 
because of your behaviour and you ignore 
us, there are no excuses, we will take your 
vehicle away. 

“Rest assured that this manner of driving 
will not be tolerated on the roads of Mer- 
seyside, and we will continue to respond 
to concerns raised by the public.”

Breeding gulls and avocets make musi 


a great time to visit Martin Mere , 


It's impossible not to see our black-headed gulls at 
this time of year. There are over 500 pairs currently 
breeding on islands in the mere and many have 
already hatched young. The colony makes a lot 

of noise and you can experience this best at the 
Discovery Hide, where you should also be able to 
pick out some of the youngsters. 


Nesting in amongst the gulls are around 15 pairs of 
avocets, some of which have also already produced 
young. While the black-headed gulls can be seen 
year-round at Martin Mere, the avocets spend the 
winter further south, either on the estuaries and 
wetlands of the south west, or even further south in 
France and the Iberian Peninsula. 


With its contrasting black and white plumage, long 
legs and upturned bill, the avocet is one of Britain's 
most striking and elegant-looking birds. You may 
see it moving its bill side to side through the water, 
which it does to filter out small invertebrates on 
which it feeds. 


Avocets frequently nest in and around black-headed 
gull colonies, as the gulls provide added protection 
for them against marauding crows, birds of prey 
and larger gulls. However, the avocets need to be 
watchful, as the black-headed gulls themselves are 
not averse to dining out on an unguarded avocet 
egg. Some predation always occurs but, in the wider 
scheme of things, the added protection the avocets 
get from nesting beside the black-headed gulls is 
worth a few eggs going to them. 


Also nesting around the black-headed gulls are 
three pairs of common terns and a small number of 
Mediterranean gulls. Keep your eyes peeled when 
looking through the gulls as you may see these birds 
too. It's also always worth checking through all the 
birds on the reserve at this time of year, as almost 
anything can turn up. Last week provided a good 
example of this as two spoonbills arrived. Who 
knows what else may turn up in the next week or so?

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Extra funding given 
to boost road safety 


MORE funding will be used to improve road safety 
in West Lancashire for both motorists and 
cyclists. 

Lancashire County Council has revealed a £ 1million 
package of measures to address road and cycle safety 
across the county. 

A report to the council's cabinet ahead of the meet- 
ing on June 10 outlines a raft of measures which aim 
to reduce the number of incidents in places where 
there is a record of collisions. 

This includes £250,000 for variable electronic mes- 
sage signs on main entries into major towns across 
the county to promote cycle safety messages. 

There will also be £100,000 spent to provide red- 
light cameras at traffic signal junctions across the 
county which have a record of collisions involving 
cyclists and drivers going through red lights. 

A further £70,000 will be used to introduce traffic 


calming and a cycle bypass on Ruff Lane, Ormskirk, 
between Edge Hill University and the town centre. 

County Councillor Charlie Edwards, cabinet mem- 
ber for highways and transport, said: “Lancashire is a 
beautiful place to walk, cycle, ride a horse or go for a 
run. Our job is to ensure that it is safe for all users of 
our roads. 

^We work with the police to monitor and analyse 
collisions and accidents and, where a pattern 
emerges in a particular location, we prioritise 
schemes to reduce the risk of similar incidents hap- 
pening again. 

“It is great that more and more people are choosing 
to cycle for every day journeys, and as part of our 
work to encourage this trend to continue, we will also 
becarrying out a number of schemes to make cycling 
a safer, easier and attractive option for more 
people."

I find it quite unacceptable that I am able to 
go to the supermarket, go out for a meal, get 
my hair cut, get my eyelashes tinted, visit the 
osteopath for treatment, attend hospital out- 
patients, get seen by my optician etc, all 
adhering to Covid guidelines and yet I still 
cannot make an appointment to see my GP 
face to face unless he or she decides that is 
appropriate. 

We all know that precautions have to be 
taken because of the pandemic, so why are 
GPs so special? 

The ancillary staff are seeing patients for 
routine matters, so why not doctors? 

Many people do not have access to digital 
technology or are not confident with it and 
are unable to send photos or organise a video 
link or face time call - what happens to 
them? 

It is a well known fact that patients usually 
leave the real reason for their consultation 
until near the end of the allotted time, but 


how does this work on the phone? 

One can see an osteopath for treatment in 
person, yet one's physiotherapy consultation 
is over the phone. How is this justified or 
good practice? 

While we are used to appointments running 
a few minutes late in the surgery, why is it 
OK for us to sit at home for a couple of hours 
waiting for our phone call? My time is valu- 
able too. 

Finally, what sort of job satisfaction is there 
for GPs spending their time on the phone 
instead of interacting with their patients in a 
meaningful manner. 

The present system cannot be good for 
them or us. 

Is this the permanent ‘norm’ following the 
pandemic. 

I sincerely hope not.

I am writing in my capacity as a GP of over 20 
years standing in response to the letter from Mr 
John Burns in last week's week's Champion - ‘GPs 
missing in action’. 

I do not know what practice he has had dealings 
with but I can tell him that during the pandemic 
we have never been busier. 

We have had to change to a total triage system by 
telephone and eConsult as per Government/NHSE 
instruction and where appropriate patients have 
always been seen face-to-face in a safe and COVID 
secure clinical setting. 

We have been at the forefront of the most suc- 
cessful vaccination campaign in history with well 
over 95% of our most vulnerable patients vaccin- 
ated and staff doing extra hours at the Maghull 
Town Hall vaccination hub. 

This is against a background of having reduced 
access to many of the hospital diagnostic and out- 
patient services we need for the investigation and 
management of patients, cancelled operations and 
record hospital waiting lists. 

As well as COVID related disease we have still 


dealt with all the other ‘normal’ illnesses that arise 
plus managing chronic disease, repeat prescriptions 
etc. 

Sadly during this time we have also experienced 
an unprecedented surge in abuse towards our staff 
which has been very disappointing and demoral- 
ising. 

These are challenging times for both NHS staff 
and patients, many things have changed outside 
our control and we are doing our level best to 
provide caring, high quality health care. 

Just because he (Mr Burns) can’t sit in a packed 
waiting room full of coughing and sneezing 
patients doesn’t mean there isn’t a huge amount of 
work being done. 

I would ask your readers to take a moment and 
be kind and considerate to our staff just as they 
have been to you for many years.

Teenager embarks on 
screen acting debut 


A TEENAGER is set to embark on her screen 
acting debut in a feature film set on the 
Liverpool home front during the Second World 
War. 

Maricourt pupil Lucy Wareing, 17, plays Maria 
Cipriani, a principal character in the production, 
Enemy of The Heart written by Claryn Scott. 

More than 600 hopefuls auditioned via self tapes 
and Zoom earlier in the year, with Lucy being cast 
as 16 year-old Maria, the daughter of an Italian 
father (Mattia Paradiso) and Irish mother (Carrie 
Pearson) living in Liverpool during the outbreak of 
wat. 

The principal cast also includes: Julia Ross, Jack 
O’Connor, Joseph Stanley from Ormskirk, plus 
Crosby-based Michael Dolan and the film’s creator 
Claryn Scott. 

Enemy of The Heart focusses on an Italian-Irish 
family whose life is thrown into turmoil when Mus- 
solini joins forces with Hitler to attack the country 
they’ve come to call home. 

Maria’s father Gio Cipriani is taken by police from 
the family home at midnight, interned as an Enemy 
Alien and sent aboard the S.S. Arandora Star 
destined for Canada. 

While Mr Cipriani is interned, his eldest son 
Tomas (Michael Dolan) is serving in the British 
Expeditionary Force in Dunkirk. 

More than 1,600 internees of Italian, German and 
Austrian heritage were taken from their homes 
across the UK and interned when Germany and 
Italy joined the war against France and Britain. 

More than 800 male internees, lost their lives 
when the ship was torpedoed by a German U boat 
75 miles north west of Donegal on July 2, 1940, 
just two days after setting sail from Liverpool. 

A memorial on the tragedy currently stands at the 
city’s Pier Head. 

Lucy auditioned while studying for A Levels in 
Drama, Theatre Studies, English and Sociology 
with the intention of furthering her acting training 
at University in September. 

Also a gifted vocalist, she has previously played 
roles in theatre and musical theatre, which include

the lead of Mary Poppins and being awarded 
Maricourt High School Singer of the Year. 

On being cast as Maria, Lucy, from Maghull, said: 
"This is my first acting role in front of a camera and 
the first screen role I had ever auditioned for. 

“I have a huge passion for historical drama and 
the film is about an aspect of the war I'd never been 
taught in school. I was really interested to explore 
the history further. 

“Being a teenager myself, I immediately resonated 
with Maria and I love her vulnerability and the way 
she allows herself to surrender to her emotions, 
even when she feels the need to portray a stronger 
exterior. I loved the inner conflict with this charac- 
ter.

hybrid option. The Corsa-e's 2,204 sales in the UK 


so far this year also 
make the Corsa's zero 
emissions cousin the 
best-selling small elec- 
tric car, and it helps give 
the overall range a com- 
fortable edge over the 
Fiesta’s 17,700 sales 
tally. 

Strip Corsa-e figures 
out and the two would 
be neck and neck. 

While sales of battery 
electric vehicles aren’t 
in the majority, they’re 
climbing quickly - 
according to the 
SMMT’s figures they 
now make up 7.5% of 
the UK’s new car mar- 
ket, up from 4.7% a 
year ago and it’s now 
making a big difference 
to the sales figures. 

What I’m really look- 
ing forward to, 
however, is the new 
Astra-e, which if the 
press teaser shots are 
anything to go by looks 
fantastic.
